The tattoo I was most nervous 
about was going over Oli 
Sykes's chest, for the simple 
fact that after tattooing for less 
than a year I was asked to alter 


someone else's work and 
have it thrust into the public 
eye. Big props to him for having 
faith in me, though. Other than 
that, my Mum is booked in for 
next month, and I can't wait to 
have a go on her. 

IS THERE ONE TATTOO 
THAT STICKS OUT AS YOUR 
FAVOURITE? 

It's not that exciting, but the 
Thrasher logo that I recently 
did on Mat [Welsh, While She 
Sleeps] stands out. He's been 
my best friend for almost four 
years and my boyfriend for 
two. His genuine childhood 
ambition was to grow up 





and be a 'thrasher', the 
definition of which was to “just 
skate and be in a band and 
that" apparently. That tattoo 
celebrates him making a career 
out of that.

You need to think of all 
of the other people in the world that 
are in worse circumstances than 
you are, realise all the people who 
would give anything to live a day in 
your shoes, and make the most of 
that. You've got to stay chuffed.” 
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ANDREW W.K.’S THOUGHTS: ‘As 

much as humankind has contributed 
to destroying the world, we've also 
created a world within that world. We 
built computers using materials of the 
earth through intelligence from the 
earth, so computers are natural. We're 
extending, subverting, distorting, 
manifesting and mutating the nature 
of this planet, and I do believe the 


human race is meant to do that, not 
only on this planet but throughout 
the universe. I would rather have us 
thrive than certain other species, like 
a mosquito, but there are people that 
would rather the mosquito thrived. I 
respect that - part of being a human 
is respecting other viewpoints. But 
I’d rather a hundred kittens died if it 
meant saving a baby human."

ANDREW W.K.’S THOUGHTS: 

“Shampoo is a small, pathetic lie.

There’s really no 
reason not to have a lot of toilet 
paper on hand, whether for your 
own ass, or for cleaning things 
around the house - it's a very 
useful material.

every situation’. I really took 
that to heart. I probably 
told her I was bored while 
sitting inside on a beautiful 
summer’s day watching 
some terrible horror 
movie.

ANDREW W.K.’S THOUGHTS: 

“You want to engage with the 
world. You want to be able to 
engage with your own mind. In 
the old days, maybe you couldn’t 
write your own name, but you 
could speak and that was what 
most communication consisted 
of. Now it’s tricky if you can’t 
communicate through the written 
word - not being able to read or 
write excludes you from modern 


human civilization. The power 
and energy and magic that lie 
in that realm of communication 
is almost unmeasurable. So take 
the time to learn how to read. If 
you can’t read, you’re not going 
to learn anything about what I’m 
saying right now. There should 
be a level of personal pride in 
learning these skills. You learn 
how to walk, you learn how to 
talk, you learn how to read.”

There's nothing angry about us. We're 
really stoked about life and really joyful. 

If it symbolized any type of death it 
would be the idea of laying down what 
we want to do with our lives, living for 
something bigger than ourselves. That's 
kind of what our band stands for.

J: For us, we try and raise that boundary 
on stage but it's more about all of us: us 
and the audience in this one moment 
and this opportunity, be it good, be it 
bad, being here together.

PEOPLE’S ID CARDS. WHAT’S THE 
DEAL WITH THAT? 

W: Yeah, I have hundreds and hundreds, 
probably about 200 IDs that I've been IG? 
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given over the last four years or so. It 
started when this guy just walked up to 
me as I was going onstage and handed 
me his ID. It was a weird, funny thing. I 
stuck it into my pick guard, and the next 
day I pulled my bass out to play and it 
was still there. On that tour, I collected 
five or six more, and I’ve got hundreds 
of them now. It’s really special to me, 
it reminds me of how much this isn’t 
all about us. This is about relating to 
people, and being able to play music 
and how it just builds bridges. 

SURELY HAVING STACKS OF IDS IS A 
BIT HARD TO EXPLAIN TO CUSTOMS. 
W: Yep, I’ve been pulled up by security 
at the airport. They brought me into this 
room and had my bass laid out with all 
the cards and started grilling me about 
it. They were like, ‘are you some kind of 
criminal?’ and I had to prove that some 
dude gave me them. I think they mostly 
freaked out because some weren’t even 
expired. It was something outta Dexter. 
YOU USED TO SPORT A FOOT-LONG 
BEARD, TOO. THAT PROBABLY DIDN’T 
HELP THE WHOLE SITUATION. 

J: The best beard moment was in winter, 
when he was speaking on a Bluetooth 
and walking back and forth like you do 
when you’re on the phone. He’s got this 
huge beard and layers of tom clothes. 

He looks proper mad, like he's talking 
to himself, and laughing. People were 
really scared, they thought he was crazy. 
W: I only really noticed that I had it 
when I cut off the whole thing. Then I 
got freaked out, because I’d grown that 
beard for a year and a half, and I’d got 
used to people, specifically women, not 
looking me in the eye. Then I shaved 
and got really uncomfortable with how 
much eye contact I was receiving.

"THE MIST! OH, the Silent Hill mist 
- how I have missed you so!” were 
my first thoughts. As my character 
ventured into the unknown and that 
familiar monster-obscuring mist 
started to fill up my screen, it's fair 
to say that I got more excited than 
justified by colloidal water particles. 
Silent Hill Downpour sees you 
playing Murphy Pendleton, an 
escaped convict whose secure bus 
crashed on the outskirts of Silent 
Hill whilst he was being transferred 
between prisons. As he tries to 
escape to safety he finds himself 
embroiled deeper and deeper in the 
psychological horror of the creepiest 
town of all time™ (For those who 
don’t know Silent Hill, it’s a Japanese 
horror version of David Lynch.) 

Unlike previous games which focused 
on the people and cult within the 
town, the back story is more specific 
to Murphy's character, featuring 
bent prison guards, child rapists, and 
themes of revenge. It’s dark stuff with 
the opening scene seeing you shiv 
some dude in a brutal shower scene 
that has repercussions throughout 
the game [insert soap gag here]. 

That said, the game does well to 
capture the spirit of previous games 
with an immersive storyline, good 
puzzles, and exploration of some of 


the lesser known areas of the town. 
They’ve got the atmosphere spot on, 
the eerie creaks and industrial noises 
are masterfully intercut with creepily 
beautiful music that fits in well. As 
the title would suggest, downpours 
feature frequently, during which 
monsters become more numerous 
and visibility gets even lower. There 
isn't much variety in the foes you 
face, with the nurses and pyramid 
head being noticeably absent. 
Combat is melee heavy, using 
surrounding bits of wood, rocks, and 
detritus as weapons; you do have a 
gun, but bullets are like gold dust, 
leading to some important crunch¬ 
time decision making. (Running 
away is always an option.) 

The game isn't without its quirks 
- the female ‘screamers’ look 
like they were based on Joey 
Jordison,the Kom title song 
is totally laughable and 
the hidden ending is daft.
